While he is not large, he is 
robust, stout and healthy, takes his im- 
prisonment ver cheerfully, and 
shows no disposition to repent or to 
be sorrowful for the offenses committed by 
him. He isa’hardened youth for one of 
his age. Judge Hansell, the judge of the 
court from which the boy was sentenced, is 
of old, honorable, Presbyterian stock; a 
gentleman noted for his humanity, his = 

tience and his equanimity of temper. He 

could not:have been actuated by any other 

motive in this case than a desire to faith- 

fully serve the state and protect society. 

As to several of the other matters con- 
tained in the article, her statements are 
quite as wide of the truth as they were in 
the matter of the youth whose imprison- 
ment had impressed her with so much hor- 
ror. She refers to the stockade where the 
prisoners are kentat the Dade coal mines 
as being avery filthy place, and as being 
open so that the cold chilly winds of win- 
ter blow in upon the prisoners. There was 
never a greater mistake. Our stockade is 
so constructed that we remove the chink or 
covering of the cracks when warn weather 
comes, and give the prisoners free ven-. 
tilation and plenty of pure air. 
This they desire and the physicians con- 
sider it best for them. The matter is 
regulated by the quantity needed; but in 
winter, Or so soon as the cold weather in 
the fall makes it necessary, these cracks are 
all fastened up, and the building is made 
close and warm by good stoves, so as to 
make it entirely comfortable. If you will 
go now and see, you will be quite as likely 
to say that-the rooms are too warm as that 
they are too cold. We try to regulate the 
temperature with an eye to the health and 
comfort of the conyicts. Miss Barr was 
there in hot weather. .The byilding is so 
constructed, being made of. hewn logs, 
that this can be done te _ perfec- 
tion. One of the great objections that Miss 
Barr seems to have had was that the 
logs, instead of lying horizontally, stand 
upon their ends. This happens to be true. 
But how a crack between logs standing up 
and down, and acrack between those run- 
ning laterally producesa different effect, I 
am at a loss to xnow. 

Migs Barr’s description of the hospital 
also dves us great injustice. It is” con- 
structed for the entire comfort of the sick; 
is so constructed that we can ventilate it 
wellin summer and close it up and make 

| it warm and comfortable in winter. There 
is no shivering of the sick there, as she 
would make the northern readers believe. 
Such cruelty has never been tolerated. and 
will not while I have anything to do with 
the management of it. 

Miss Barr seems to have been yery much 
shocked with the bedding of the convicts, 
as it was not so cleanly as she would have 
it- Doubtless it is not as muchso as a lady’s 
parlor, as the convicts work in the coal 
mines and when they come out at night, 
though we have nightshirts prepared for 
them, it is very difficult to get them to put 
them on. Indeed many of the negroes will 
not do so unless they are absolutely cor pell- 
ed to do it. The requirement 
has to be positive. When they are 
dry they prefer to lie down in the 
clothes they used during the day. We had 
trouble with them to keep. them as clean in 
this respect as we would like to have them: 
You know the dificulty of all the race ev- 
erywhere, when they are at their daily la- 
bor, in keeping them cleanly. But we en- 
force as good regulations on this subject as 
can probably be found in any prison where 
negrves are the larger class of convicts, and 
their lodgings are as cleanly as usual in case 
of cual miners. 

Miss Barr makes a very pathetic state- 
ment in reference to a prisoner whom she 
heard in the mine sing out,‘‘I’m in trouble, 
Lord,”’ etc., where she was so stunned that 
she staggered and leant againat the wall of 
coal. Now,ifshe could have known the 
character of this convict his utterance 
would have produced, probably, a different 
impression upon her mind. I understand 
he is oneof the most light-hearted, frivo- 
lous, wicked, rowdying fellows in the whole 
mine. He sings all sorts of songs, and does 
it in a light manner, often in the form of 
scoffing at anything religious. So that the 
shock in this case was unfortunately pro 
duced by a person who hag no religious in- 
stincts and no veneration or respect for 
anything that is religious. 

The convicts. under our charge are 
healthy, and, asa class, contented. They 
are required to do only molerate labor. 
They are well fed, well clothed and con- 
fortably cared for. You may go among 
them and talk with perfect freedom, with- 

out any restraint from any quarter, and 
nine-tenths of them will tell you that they 
prefer their presént situation to close con- 
finement anywhere within wal's.. And as 
to those working in the coal mine, they 
have become so much pleased with the-bus- 
jiness, as miners usually do, that they com- 
Weajn if they are taken out and put into 
n or required to do any work out,

Miss Barr refers to the fact thaishe saw 
the convicts wearing chains. Now let it be 
porne in mind that the act of the legi-};- 
ture of Georgia requires that life-time con- 
Victs and those of long terms, of five vears 
and upward, are, if possible, to be employed 
in the business of mining, and that by the 
contract of the state with the Dade coal 
company, we take 300 of the long-term 
men. In other words; we take those con- 
victed of murder, burglary, arson, and the 
wore hardened class of offenders, who are 
st for the longest terms,many of them no- 
t'. ious desperadoes and men of the mosi 
abandoned character, many of them also 
brave enough to risk their lives in efforts to 
escape from their long imprisonment, 
Under these circumstances it is considered 
necessary to the secure keeping of the con- 
victs that this classof men should each | 
wear a light chain; and all the worst char- 
acters in our mines wear light chains for 
the purpose and for the reasons above 
mentioned. Fxperience has shown that 
where men ot this character are put to 
work wituout chains, unless they are con- 
fined inside of the walls they usually escape, 
or must sometimes be wounded or killed to 
prevent their pe. In this case, however,

Mr. Paine, the Ten-Dollar Bidder— 
King Cole’s Grip.

It is currently reported that Mr. Paine, 
he plodding “ten-dollar” bidder for the 
lease, who claims hé won the prize for his 

ston bosses, intendsto make things lively 
op the eventful 13th instant. 


’Tis hinted that he will essay to choke off 
all the contestants who enter the ring on 
that occasion with the announcement that 
they are about to buy a big lawsuit. If they 
persist, and the governor stands firm, then, 
of course, the auction will go on until 
the lease of the road with its accruing priv 
ileges has been knocked off to the individ- 
ual or corporation that.is willing wo pay the 
most forit. But just here it is intimated 
that said Paine will step in and enjoin the 
delivery of the road to the lessee. And 
then will commence a legal tilt, which, if 
the case Gan be made to lie, will only be 
decided finally iri a joust before the supreme 
court of the United States. ss 

But per contra, (and we do not qiestion 
the truth of the statement,) it is roundly 
and emphatically asserted that Governor 
Colquitt has his “back up’ and is resolved 
not “by the eternal,’’ for he does not swear 
but by virtue of his ory aa the obief 
magistrate of Georgia, and with a sincere 
desire to uphold the expressed will of the 
people, cost what it will, to lease, and if 
the ternis are complied with, make a bona 
tide sale of the Macon and Brunswick rail- 
road, as instructed so to do by the general 
assembly. 

The best legal minds are divided as to 
whetherr Mr. Paine will be able to defeat 
the second attempt at a lease and make a 
case before the courts. It is even suggested 
as probable that at the eleventh hour that 
gentleman will strip for the fight once 
more, and again try the potency of his ten- 
dollar catapult hurled after the big guns 
have been fired, but always a little ahead 
of them.
